A: There are several. Gold has incrediblcf strength.and 
unusual resistance to breaking under the stress of 
constant chewing. For this reason, it's used mainly to 
restore weakened tooth structures. A silver alloy, on 
the other hand, may change shape in the tooth and 
ultimately fracture. A gold filling will almost always 
insure no further breakage of the filling. If a tooth is 
too damaged to be corrected by a silver filling, then 
gold is the restoration of choice. 

Another plus: gold will not discolor with the passage 
of time, while a silver amalgam may.

Although Bob Wilton didn't seem to be the 
oldest of the candidates, he opened his 
speech by saying that he had been around 
Antioch in essence since 1892, citing the fact 
that his great-grandfather had initiated the 
vote to incorporate the village. 

Wilton's biggest future concern seemed to 
be the condition of the downtrown retail 
area. , , 

"We must bring more stable retail 
business to Antioch to. increase the village's 
revenue," he said. 
"~^ He suggested that parking in the downtown 
section seemed to still be a problem . 

"The site of the old Jewel Store woiild 
-make-bothagreat municipal parking'lot and 



a public roller skating rink," he said.

Skvarce has also been instrumental in 
bringing Santa Claus' year-round house to 
the village and initiated the Fourth of July 
Parade as part of her committee duties with 
the Antioch Parks and Recreation. 

Many of the audience's questions had to do 
with filling the many empty stores in town. 
Suggestions of lowering rents and renovation 
were heard. 

The possibility of less service stores and 
more retail establishments on both Main and 
Lake Sts. was talked about by both inembers 
of the audience and the candidates: 

Skvarce said that the economy dictated 
that Antioch stores feature lower priced mer- 



chandise to keep the shopping in the village.

Seaniann said that the village was not 
about to grow substantially -because the 
stringent requirements the village was for- 
ced to put on developers made construction 
in Antioch an expensive proposition. 



"Special assessments for special needs," 
said Seamann, defending hi^ position th^ 
when a certain need, Indigenous only 
certain area of the village, arises, 
residents of that area shold foot the cost.
